The Dummy 
Dome Of St. Paul’s 


It Is Built of Wood and Covered 
With Lead 


Does it lessen the admiration with 
which you regard the towering dome 
of St. Paul's Cathedral, London, to 
know that it is a dummy? Nothing 
looks more solid, but it is only looks; 
it is quite incapable of supporting the 
weight of the lantern and gold ball 
and cross that seem to rest upon it, 
for it is built of wood covered with 
lead, 

Sixty feet below it is another and 
quite separate dome. This, built of 
brick, is the dome you see from th® 
interior, and between the two, hidden 
out of sight, is a brick cone, 18 inches 
in thickness and reinforced with iron 
tic-rods, The lantern and ball weigh 
700 tons, and it is to support them 
that the cone is there, 

But though the dome is thus not so 
solid as it seems, the whole super- 
structure—the two domes and their 
galleries and the lantern—have a to- 
tal weight of 64,000 tons, carried by 
the cight central piers. Hence the 
great importance of ensuring that the 
strength of the piers is not decaying. 
The vibration of the traffic of a cen- 
tury and a half, together with the; 
at some of the material used 
by Wren’s builders was not of the 
best, has necessitated a good deal of 
repair, Each stone in the piers has 
to be sounded and tested for any 
signs of decay or hollowness, and 
any that does not pass the test has 
to be removed and a new stone put 
in its place.

Swift Current, Sask. That the 
northwesterly district immediately 
contiguous to Swift Current may yet 
become an important coal producing 
centre is more probable than most 
people imagine, according to the 
opinion of several competent judges.

Possession of Konie Is of Great 
Strategic Importance 
Constantinople--The troops un- 
der the Nationalist leader Mustappa 
Kemal, Pasha, who recently set up a 
Separatist government in Asia Minor, 


have occupied the city of Konie, in 
southern Asia Minor, and expelled 
the authorities. 

Earlier dispatches had reported 


the convoking of a separatist-parlia- 
ment by Mustappa Kemal to mect at 
Erzerum, the site of his government, 
and activities of his troops in the 
vicinity of Smyrna and Erzerum. 
The presence of his troops in suffi- 
cient strength to take possession of 
Konic, ‘a city of 45,000 inhabitants 
and one of the most important ad- 
ministrative centres of Asia Minor, 
had not hitherto been reported in that 
section, Possession of this city is of 
great strategic importance, since it is 
the railhead of the railroads heading 
from Constantinople and from 
Smyrna, 
Canada’s Railways

Success in Peat Industry 

Alfred, Ont.—According to official 
advice from the commission appoint- 
ed by the Ontario Government last 
year to investigate the peat manufac- 
turing possibilities in the north coun- 
try, considerable success has been 
achieved, About three thousand tons 
are now ready for shipment from the 
Alfred peat bogs, two machines hav- 
ing been in operation for some time, 
The market price for the finished pro- 
duct is $4 a ton. The work 
done is experimental, it being desired 
to ascertain if peat can be cut and 
prepared for fucl economically, in 
spite of the high cost of labor.
